Dec. f>.— The canteen 
provision in the new army Oill Is liU*^- 
ly to cause a g.oa; df.il o. coulention. 
Instead o( being a prohibition ol tilc 
Mie of liquor. It provides ih»t "no sraiy 
officer or soldier shall sell Uqu^>r. Thv 
provision is as loiio.vs: 

" That no oflU cr Ar lu iVcitu soldiei 
shall sell iuioxicattns driuk« on any 
kind as a bartender or otherwise in 
any army pvst, or on any army'tians- 
port, or in any en- ninpniont or f'u c. 
or on any i)i-emiHPs use l for milliaiy 
purposes by the United States, and the 
■ecretary of war is hereby dlracted to 
issue such pt';ui;il order ay may be 
neiesaary tu tuiiy the provisions of 
this section into full fo:< c and ti'tcLt. ' 

The canteen provision oi: the prestiu 
law is as follows: 

"That no ofTlfcr or private soldipr 
Hhall be det;ii .1 to sell inioxi^.i; i:ig 
drinks, as a iKirtender or olherwitic, 
in any post exchange or canteen, nor 
shall any other person be required or 
allowed la sell su. h liquors in any en 
tauipnicnt or tor:, or on any prt'iuisrs 
used for military purposes by Ilie 
United States; and the secretary or 
war Is hereby directed to issue sueb 
Kcnoral order as may be nccesBury lo 
tai'ry thi- jirovi; ions o!' this sei'tion 
into full fdiii' and cff.^t." 

Chairman Hull of the bouse ^ommi'- 
tee on military affairs said that tb« 
proKram lui- considerlns th»' ariny re 
org^anization bill as now outlined ion 
templatcd a aperial rule, which wouUI 
take up the bill at once. But as the 
'legislative appropriation bill was 
ready, the i ;j;lit of way would be < on 
teded to that measure. Tlie army bili' 
will then l^ollow. Under the proposed 
special rule no precise time will l>e 
fixed for taking the final vote, as this 
may be rca<hed liy arianK< nient; oth 
•rwlse tho previous questitm will be 
resorted to for the purpose of serunng 
a vote before the close of the week 
if poMibl9. 

It WJ.s arrange 1 that peneral driiate 
should run for four bouis. two liouis 
on a side, and that then the bill should 
he considered under the 5-mlnul« rule 
Mr. Hnll opened the debate.

Ilaj-^FMiiucefote Trewty. 
Washington. Dee. 5.— The Hay- 

rauncofotp tieiify concerning the Nic- 
araguau canal was the sul)ject of a few 
minutes' consideration by the senaic 
committee on foreign relations. The 
treaty has already l>«en reported by 

the committee, and it was llieicfoie 
only taken up in au infurmai way and 
tor discussion only. No (oiuiusiou 
was poaalble, except to decide to presto 
the question in the senate, and there 
was substantial agreement upon the 
wisdom of this policy. There is no 
division in the committee except on 
amendments, although Senator Bacon 
did not maaifewt any great concern for 
the passage of the treaty in any shape. 
No vote on any subject in conneciion 
Vith the treaty was possible m the 
committee, but the discussion reveuied 
thW fact that the committee is evenly 
divided upon the question of the 
amendment of the document in aLconl- 
ance with the provision reported dur- 
ing the lact session of congress, pro* 
viding for the fortification of the pro- 
posed canal. 

Temperaiioe Vur AfHe% 
Washington, Dec. 6.— The senate 

committee on foreign relations granted 
a hearing to the representatives of 
several tenj(>erance and reform asso- 
ciations In stipport of the treaty pro- 
viding tor the control t>f the liquor 
traflic in Africa. Among those present 
were Bishop liartsell, bishop of the 
llethodlst Bplsoopal church for Afri- 
m; Mrs. Stevens, presMfpt of the 
Woman's Christiaa TemperineeUnioo, 
and also repi-eaont^tives ^>f the Anti- 
Saloon league, the National Temper- 
ance society, and a committee of the 
Presbyterian church. Bishop Kart- 
sell made the principal address. M«m- 
bers of the committee assured the 
bishop of their endorsement ot the 
principle Involved, and Informed him 
that the failure of the senate to con- 
lider it had been entirely due to the 
pressure of other business. The t om- 
inittee voted to report a resolution for 
the ratlfioation of the treaty without 
iMoce^dmeat.

It occurred during the final argument 
of Judge Redden, one of the prisoner s 
attorneys, against the admission oi 
the Ktditinent 

Judge Redden said that Captain 
Waters, for the state, had depicted the 
horror »f the wounding of the briiie. 
had laiiitei] the s -eiie o, sorrow at the 
dialiibtd, "and now, ' said the attor- 
ney, "1 uudeiatand the purpose of this 
thing. It «as an attack upon the d* 
fendant to Intimidate and cow her, and 
if posfcilile l.> Ijieik her dvj.vn, and 
then p..>iut to it when her case goes be- 
lore the Jury aa evidence of her guilt, 
or If she. could brace herself against it 
and by her will power not break down, 
iliey vvoiil.l po!n; !■> that a8 evidence o( 
u guilty conscience." 

While Judge Redden talked, Mi^s 
Morrison hid her eyes In her handker- 
chief and wept. She has steadfastly 
inainlaiiK d complete cfHitrol of lier 
self as she sat through the tedious 
examination of the state's witnesses, 
and this was the first show of a 
break down. 

Judge iiedden continued at length. 
He charged that the dying declaration 
made by Mrs. Castle was a concoction 
of men, who sought to convict an Inno- 
cent girl. She was a frail girl, against 
whom vindidive men had conspired. 
Ail the evidence on which the attor- 
neys for the state depended for convic- 
tion, be dcdared. was circumstantial, 
excepting the dying statement of Clara 
Castle.

A question uf vital importance to ili» 
ciiixens of Paris ia now pending before 
the liuurbon Circuit Court. ' 

The Kenttirky Distilling Company, 
which is better known as the wbiaky 
trust, ia attempting to have that part of 
its property known as the Samuel Clay, 
or Walsh, distillery stricken out c-f the 
city limit by hu uct of the Council. 

About thirty daya ago the trust jxndw 
a mandamus praeeeding. gave notice to 

the mem be IS of the ( ■duncil that it would, 
on the tirst day of present term, move 
the Court for an order compelling the 
Coum-il to pass an ordinani f es^tablish- 
. irig the city limits and oiuiltin^ there- 
from tbn property above mentioned, 
which the petition daaoribaa by mataa 
and bounds. 

The whisky trust claims that under 
the praaent charter for cities of the 
fourth class, in which Paris belonga, all 
a person or number of pernons has to do 
to get stricken out of or taken into a city 
is to bava tweoty-flve namea ol people 
residing in the city and tax payers to 
sign a petition requesting the Council so 
to d J ; that after thia petition is fliad tha 
Council has no other alternative but to 
pass the ordinance. Lnst July the whisky 
trust came before the Council with a 
petition signctl by about forty tax -payers 
and all the residents of the district in 
question. 

There are only four people residing in 
the district, and they are the Jordan 
brothers, all of whom ate employes at 
the distillery. In addition to this they 
had the namea of their manager, Mr. 
Cottingham, and some thirty ofhi-rs 
more or less interested in the distilling 
business. Tha Oitf ' Council positively 
refused to pass any such ordinance, of 
course, not being willing to strike out 
property that brings in hundreds of 
dollars par annam in taias. I'pon the 
fallnra of the Oooneil tor comply with 
the wishes of the trust it immediately 
proceeded under a mandamus to compel 
psssaga of tha ordinuca. 

The trust claims that the Council has 
no discretionary powers. It relies upon 
this provision of the charter: 

"The Board of OonaoQ of rach otty shall, by 
ordlaaaee, aecuaiely delas tke boaadsry of the 
tcrliorr propoasd to be annemd or strtcken of, 
cither upon tbelr own motion, or. ii requwtad 
to do so by written petition of at l«a«t twenty- 
flvs Toieis and tax-payers of the city, or iMldlng 
within the pto po ssd bonadair to bo addad, or 
Rtricken tbetefioin riiatt pass the ordlnanoe in 
onnfurmity with tbere<|Ue8toi sm-h tax-i<*yer8." 

Mr. Charles Stoll, as attorney for the 
trust, held that the world "shall" made 
it very clear that Council could do noth- 
ing else but comply with tha wish of the 
petitioners, and that the twenty-five 
voters and resident tax-payers did not 
have to reaida within tha proposed 

boundary to be added or stricken out, 
but that those residing anywhere in the 
city conld petition and have any section 
stricken out. In other words, If one of 
the banks in this city that owns ita own 
property Wished to be stricken from the 
city limits, it could get twenty-five tax- 
payers (maybe their own stockholders) 
to petition the Council and the Council 
would have no other alternative than to 
strike it out, and though the bank still 
remaiiuil in the heart of the city and 
enjoyed all the patronage, protection 
and facilities aflTorded every other bank, 
it cjuld not he made liable by way of 
taxation for the protection it receivtd. 
It tha whiaky troat is snccasafnl in hav- 

'n^ the Walsh distillery derlared out of 
the city limits, its next step will be to 
have the White property atrioken from 
the city llmi ta..
